Last Summer a friend came to my 
little island home in Nova Scotia and we walked around the island along 
the shore, as he pointed out and told by name, every flower that we dis­ 
covered. It was a large experience, and one that brought infinite enjoy­ 
ment. 
But what so fascinates in nature is the wild grace that is so evident 
in every creation about the earth. 
I was looking at, the leaves upon a 
sassafras tree the other day and couldn’t help but wonder at the many 
shapes that the various leaves took. Each perfect in its wild grace and 
beauty, and yet no two quite alike. 
Take the white water lily—what a spectacle of beauty! 
Perfectly 
formed and each a masterpiece of symmetry. 
The green outer leaves, 
then the pure white petals, and then the center yellow spires that are set 
in a more glorious throne than any from which a scepter has ever wielded. 
Just outside the door of my home is a bed of ferns—great spreading 
ones—each an expression of wild grace and loveliness. And is there any­ 
thing so beautiful as the towering elm th at suggests so much strength 
at the base and yet so much grace in Its reaching limbs that are so 
beloved? 
The highly paid dancer upon the stage can only hope to imitate the 
flow and rhythm of the wild creations in nature. 
There is a section of New England that I always like to visit. There 
Is a certain road th at is lined with hundreds of graceful birches, their 
slender white trunks waving in the wind and their small leaves trembling 
in the sunlight. 
I carry the memory of their beauty about with me 
through the crowded streets of the city in which I live. 
Nothing in all nature, however, can surpass the wild grace and beauty 
of a bird in flight. The gulls with their gliding wings, th at hover about 
quaint fisher villages and about the boats at sea, for instance!
